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CHAPTER 1. 

AN AOT* to amend and re-enact section, 1 of an act entitled, *%n 
Act to provide for the erection an-d completion of ttte Capitol and 
other necessary buildings at the seat of Government." Approved 
hy the Governor, February 6, 1^4, and authorizing a change of 
Capitol site, and provide for the acquisition of Ijands therefor. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

. § 1. That section one of an act, enititled, "An Act to 
provide for the erection and completion of the Oapitol 
and other necessary buildingsi at the seat of Govern- 
ment," approved February 6, 1904, be amended by strik- 
ing therefrom the last sentence of said section, which 
sentence is in words .as followsi : "The buildings herein 
provided; for shall be located and built upon the grounds, 
or lot, now used for the State Oapitol, and not else- 
where,'^ an4 inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 
"The said board is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to receive as a gift, to purchase or condemn for 
public use by writ of ad quod damnum, for the location 
and erection of the State Capitol and other necessary 
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buildings, the following described tractsi or parcels of 
land, lying in and contiguous to the city of Frankfort, 
Franklin County, Kentucky, and bounded as follows, 
to-wit : First. That portion of property known as the 
"Hunt Place," which is situated at the Southern 
termini of Shelby,. Main aad Logan street^ in south 
Frankfort, containing twenty- two acres of ground bound- 
ed by Shelby street and the property known as the 
"Sayre'' property on the south and southwest; by the 
Lawrenceburg turnpike, and the lot of the Frankfort 
Water Company, and Mrs. Mary Johnson on the east, 
and by the Frank Chinn resident property, and a vacant 
lot on the north. Second. The vacant lot between 
Logan, street and Main street extended, i fronting on the 
latter about three hundred feet and running back to 
Logan street about four hundred feet. Third. The 
vacant lot between the residence of Frank Chinn and 
the residence of William Cromwell, situated betw^n 
Main street extended and Shelby street fronting on the 
latter about one hundred and sixty-eight feet Fourth. 
The resident property of Frank Chinn, which is bound- 
ed by the "Hunt" property on the south, by , Main 
street extended on the east; by the above described 
vacant lot on the north and by Shelby street on the west, 
fronting on the latter about one hundred and sixty- 
eight feet. Fifth. The lot of ground containing five 
and cme-fourtih acres, conveyed by P. B. Hunt's executor 
to Mary Johnson, and bounded by the present "Hunt" 
proj)erty'Oii the west and south, ' by the Frankfort 
Water Works property and the • Lawrenceburg turn- 
pike on the east and ,on the north by the L. F. Johnson 
property and the Frank Chinn property. Sixth. The 
John W. Eodman lot, which flints sixty feet on Logan 
street, and running back that widths to Main' street, ex- 
tended iabout four hundred feei^' and bounded by the 
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lote of Ohinn, Jloel and Eodman on the liarth, and by ^ 
Ohinn on the south. Seventh. A strip of ground about 
forty feet wide, and running along the easit line of Main 
street extended, from the south line of Todd street to 
the north line of the lot conveyed by Frank Ohinn tQ- 
John W. llodman; Provided^ That it be left to the 
discretion of said board asi to whether or not they pur- 
ohaisie or receive the latter tract. Eighth. All the land 
bounded on the west by lot of J. W. Rodnnan, on the east 
Slide of Main s-treet extended, on the north bv Todd 
sttreet., on the east, by Logan street, and on the sioutih by 
the lot of J. W. Eodman', hereinbefore miemlioned, which 
land isi severally ciwned by J. C. Noel, Thomiasi Tanneir, 
Mrsi. Jane Buttdmer, Frank Chinn and Sallie Hand v.; 
Provided, That it be left to the dincretion of said board ' 
as to whether or not it purcha^es^, receives or procure® 
this lasit-dejscribed land and at a cost not ^ceeding twen- 
ty thousand dollar^, and thie said board i^ emipowered to 
receive as a gift, to purcliase or c*ondeiinn for public use 
by writ of ad quod damnum any land for a street or right 
of way, over or across any land which niay intervenie be- 
tween any sitreet or the Kentucky river in the city of 
Frankfoj^ and the lot or lots of grounds received by said 
board; said writ of ad quod damnum shall run in the 
name of the Gommissionersi of tihe Sinking Fund, for the 
use and benefit of the Commonwealth of Kentucky and 
the proceedings to condemn any lands thereundier by the 
terms of this act shall be the same as the proceedings 
now provided by law for the condemnation of land by 
railroads ip this State, and the said board is authorized 
to pay for said tracts or parcels of land herein' described 
and all expenses necessary to obtain a perfect title to 
same, in th0 name of the Commonwealth of Kentuckv, 
a sum not exceedingforty thou saiid dollars, and there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of forty thousancl dollars. 
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or so much thereof as may be necessary to make the 
purchase of the first seven described tracts of land ; and 
in the event that said board, in its discretion, shall pur- 
chase, receive or procure the last-described lotSi of land, 
now owned by J. C. Noel, Thomas Tanner, Mrs. Jane 
Buttimer, Frank Chinn and Sally Handy, there is hereby 
appropria-ted the additdooial sum of twenity thousand 
dollars, or so much theneof as may be necessary for said 
purpose. Said sum or sums of money to be paid out of 
the treasury out of money not otherwise appropriated, 
so that said section^ when amended and re-enacted, will 
read asi follows: 

"§ 1. That the Commiseiionersi of the Sinking Fund 
of Kentucky, by that name and style, are hereby created 
and authorized as a board to carry out the provisions of 
this act, and erect and complete the buildings herein 
provided for. The said bog,rd is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to receive as a gift, to purchase 
or condemn for public use by writ of ad quod damnum, 
for the location and erection of the State Capitol and 
other necessary buildings, the following described tracts 
or parcels of land, lying in and contiguous to the city 
of Frankfort, Franklin County, Kentucky, and bounded 
as follows, to- wit : First. That portion of property 
known as the "Hunt Place'' which is situated at the 
southern termini of Shelby, Main and Logan streets, in 
south Frankfort, containing twenty-two acres of ground, 
bounded by Shelby street and the property, known as 
the "Sayre" property on the south and the southwest; 
by the Lawnmceburg turnpike, and the lot of the Frank- 
fort Water Company, and Mrs. Mary Johnson on the 
east and by the Frank Chinn resident property and a 
vacant lot on the north. Second. The vacant lot between 
Logan street and Main street extended, fronting on the 
latter about three hundred feet and running back to 
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Logan street about four hundred feet. Third. The vacant 
lot between the residence of Frank Chinn and the resi- 
dence of iJrVilliam CromweU, situated between' Main street 
extended and Shelby street, fronting on the latter about 
one hundred and sixtv-eight feet. Fourth. The resi- 
dent property of Frank Chipm, which is bounded by the 
"Hunt" property on the south, by Main street extended 
on the east, by the above described vacant lot on the 
north, and by Shelby street on the west, fronting on the 
latter about one hundred and sixty-eight feet. Fifth. 
The lot of ground containing five and one-fourth acres, 
conveyed by P. B. Hunt's executor to Mary L. Johnson, 
and bounded by the present "Hunt" property on the 
west and south, by the Frankfort Water Works prop- 
erty and the Lawrenceburg turnpike on the east, and on 
the north by the L. F. Johnson property and the Frank 
Chinn property. Sixth. The JoJhin W. Rodman lot 
which fronts sixty feet on Logan street, and running 
back that width to Main street extended, about four 
hundred feet and bounded by the lots of Ohinn, Noel 
and Rodman on the north, and by Ohinn on the south. 
Seventh. A strip of ground about forty feet wide, and 
running along the east line of Main street, extended from 
the south line of Todd street to the north line of the lot 
conveyed by Frank Ohinn to John W. Rodman; 
Provided, That it be left to the discretion of said board 
as to whether or not they purchase or receive the latter 
tract. Eighth. All the land bounded on the west by 
lot of J. W. Rodman, on the east side of Main street 
extended, on the north by Todd street, on the east by 
Logan street and on the south by the lot of J. W. Rod- 
man, hereinbefore mentioned, which land is severallv 
owned by J. 0. Koel, Thomas Tanner, Mrs. Jane Butti- 
mer, Frank Chinn and Sally Handy; Provided, That it 
be left to the discretion of said board as to Whether or 
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not it purchases, receives or procuresi thi® last-desicrib- 
ed laiid, and at a cost n.ot exceeding twenty thousand 
doll^irs; and the said board is empowered to receive as a 
gift^ to purchase, or condemn for public u^ by writ of 
ad quod damnum any land for a^ street., or right of way, 
over or across) any land which may intervene between 
aniy street or the Kentucky river in the 
city of Frankfort, and the . lot or lots of 
ground received by said board ; said writ of ad quod dam- 
num shall run in the name of the the Oommissioniers of 
thie Sinking Fund and for the use and benefit of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, and the proceedings to con- 
demn any land thereunder by the terms of this act shall 
be the same as the proceedings now provided by law 
for the condemnation of land by railroads in this State; 
and the said board is authorized to pay for said tracts 
or parcels of land h,erein described, and all expenses 
necessary to obtain a perfect title to same, in the name 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, a sium not exceeding 
forty thousand dollars and there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of forty thousand dollars, or so miuch thereof 
as may be necessary tQ jnake the purchase of the first 
seven-described tractis of land; and in the event that 
said board, in its discretion, slhsill purchla^ receive or 
procure the last-described lots of land, now owned by 
J. C. Noel, Thomas Tanner, Mrs. Jane Buttimer, Frank 
Chinn and Sally Handy, there i^ hereby appropriated 
the ad'ditional sum of t\N^nty thousand dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary for said purpose, said 
sum or sums of money to be paid out of the treasury out 
of money pot otherNvise appropriated." 

§ 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed 'to the extent of such conflict 
only. 

§ 3. Whereas the Groyemor has' called the General 
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AssiemWy in extraopdinary session to consider and act 
upon the question of the change of oapdtol site, an emer- 
gency is declared to exists and this act shall take effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the Gover-
